There are sketches of 
the ensemble and separate studies where all the details are thought 
out and placed ; the movement of the nymph, the stampede of the 
little company of cupids, the mischievous ones overthrown bv the 
lash of water, and finally the body of the nymph, one of the 'most 
finished and perfect studies from the pencil of Prud’hon.”
